The Marshall plan was voted 
by Congress on April 2, 1948. 
Since then it has spent about 11 
billion dollars for the purpose 
promoting the recovery of West- 
ern Europe in such a way as to 
encourage 
European unity. 

Meaning of Policy Change. 
The policy change—from recon- 
struction to rearmament—actual- 
ly- has been developing for sev- 
eral months. Increasingly ECA 
has prepared itself to serve as 
the economic arm of the Mutual 
Defense Assistance Program un- 
der the North Atlantic Treaty. 
This means that from now on 
ECA will be spending dollars in 
Europe or sending production ma- 
chinery and technicians to Europe 
for the primary purpose of 'mak- 
ing guns. It-will be interested in 
the production of “bread” only in 
so far as that is necessary for 
the economic strength on which 
military power is based. 

Foster said that Britain has 
now “dropped the crutch of 
American aid” and said some 
other Marshall plan countries 
would be able to do the same. 
Actually, he declared, less than 
one billion dollars in recovery 
funds would be necessary in 
ECA’s fourth year although the 
original plans forecast an expendi- 
ture of more than twice that 
amount for the last 12 months of 
the scheduled four years of the 
Marshall plan. 

Foster pointed out, however, 
that ECA actually will be spend- 
ing additional sums in its fourth 
year but that these will be di- 
rected toward the new goal: of 
“strength for the free world.”

The very existence of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra is in danger. No 
contracts have been drawn up for the 
next season, and many out-of-town mem- 
bers of the orchestra are already leav- 
ing gee city. 

e present time the Symphony 
Society is offering $1897.50 per year as 
the minimum salary. More than half 
the musicians in the orehestra are re- 
ceiving only the minimum pay. Orches- 
tra members are not covered by Federal 
Social Security or State Unemployment 
Insurance. : 

The majority of the orchestra mem- 
bers have requested an increase of $10 
per week (or $230 for the season) for 
those on the minimum, plus social se- 
curity and unemployment insurance for 
all members. The Symphony Society 
has denied-these requests because of 
insufficient funds. 

Is St. Louis with its long musical 
tradition willing to -fall behind San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh or Cincinnati? Are we will- 
ing to sit back and let our orchestra, 
which is now one of the nation’s top 10, 
become one of the lowest’10? 

If sufficient funds for the mainte- 
nance of a good orchestra cannot be 
obtained through private subscriptions, 
then state or municipal subsidy is the 
only alternative. Surely the symphony 
orchestra is just as essential to our cul- 
tural life as our zoo and art museum.

The stppression of Argentina’s great news- 
paper did not occur overnight. It had been 
coming on ever since Peron took power.

Since no letter or handwriting of Shakes- 
peare is known to exist, with the exception of a 
few signatures on legal papers, the find is indeed 
a treasure, if it is valid. 

But establishing its authenticity will be no 
easy matter. Few literary fields have been 


fine-combed so thoroughly as the life of Shakes- 


peare, and seldom. has so much research dredged 
up so few facts. If Mr. Alan Keen, the London 
collector, can produce experts to say his book is 
genuine, the purlieus of scholarship all over the 
world will surely produce experts to say it is not. 

Mr. Keen invites such treatment, in fact, by 
rashly declaring that what he has found out 


‘ about Shakespeare once and for all disposes of 


the thedry that Bacon’ or somebody else wrote 
the plays. His dreary hypothesis that Shakes- 
peare- was Shakespeare, and that Shakespeare 
was the author of his own work, will arouse the 
hosts who know in their bones that it isn’t so. 
We rather hope the find turns out to be gen- 
uine, not because it will make Mr. Keen rich, 
but because the question of just what kind of

Its Sunday editions were devoted

THOREAU: THE QUEST AND THE 
CLASSICS, by Ethel Seybold. (Yale 
University Press, 146 pgs., $3.)

N this polished piece of 
| scnciary sleuthing, No. 116 

in the Yale Studies in Eng- 
lish; Miss Seybold (assistant 
professor of English at Illinois 
College) handily gupports her 
contention that up to now 
Thoreau has been too uncriti- 
cally typed as one manifesta-— 
tion or’ another of a Protean 
personality. He has been re- 
garded as a combination of her- 
mit, naturalist, scholar, student 
of the classics, of oriental lore. 
New England legend, and the 
North American Indian; as a 
primitivist “apostle of the wild,” 
man of. letter and writer of 
perfect prose. d 

The Thoreau that Miss Sey- 
bold’s investigations disclose is 
no aimless vagabonder among 
shifting interests and activities, 
but a man who ‘so loved wis- 
dom” as to live a Hfe of sim- 
plicity, independence, magnani- 
mity, and trust’ and who held 
before him as a lifelong enter- 
prise the supremest of pur- 
poses. That purpose? “The 
truth, the quite incredible 
truth about Thoreau,” writes 


Miss Seybold, “the truth that 
we resist in spite of his own 
repeated witness, is that he 
spent a quarter of a century in 
a quest for transcendant real- 
ity, in an attempt to discover 
the secret of the universe.” 


The best avenues thereto, he 
felt, were the Greek and Latin 


classics and the oriental scrip- ' 


tures. Miss ‘Seybold’s special 
contribution in this intent pur- 
suit of Thoreau as a man who 
upheld the principle that “an 
honest book’s the noblest work 
of man” is her systematic 
analysis of Thoreau’s classical 
reagings. 
classical quotation, reference, 
and comment she shows “what 
authors and subjects he found 
of special interest, what ideas 
and concepts appealed to him, 
and what influence the clas- 
sics left upon his writing.” 

. This is a short but densely 
packed volume, showing on 
every page the documentary 
evidences of Miss Seybold’s 
exacting and. unremitting pur- 
suit. Obviously and proudly a 
work of scholarship aimed at 
the select, fellowship of expert 
Thoreauvians, it is neverthe- 
less easily usable by anyone 
responsive to the stimulus of

Quick to Get Around the Law. 
With typical ingenuity the Brit- 
ish, after making the law in 1653, 
quickly found a way around it by 
credit betting—that is, the bookie 
you phone your bet to gives you 
credit and collects your cash after 
the race.

There are two types of bookies 
in England. One is the credit 
bookie who is technically so Jezal 
he can even advertise for business 
in. the newspapers, keeps books 
and sends you a bill at the end 
of the ‘week or month like the 
grocer and dentist. .

change.” It would be too risky 
politically to try to prohibit 
anything as popular as the pools. 
Even more money goes on 
horses and greyhounds than on 
football pools although the num- 
bers better are fewer. : 
The following figures are. based 
on estimates since the bulk of the 
betting is done off the courses 
and remains the secret of the 
bookmakers. They are _ well-in- 
formed estimates, however. 
They place the total yearly 
turnover on horse-race betting at 
about $560,000,000, counting the 
amounts bet both on and off the 
track; and the total yearly bet on 
greyhounds at about $420,000,000. 


King and Queen Play Horses. 


Horses are the Englishman’s. 
first love. Practically every other 
person in the country has some-. 
thing on a big race like the Derby 
or the Grand National. There 
are about 4,000,000 Englishmen, 
including the King and Queen, 
who play the horses regularly. 
About 500,000 play the dogs regu- 
larly. ; 
A bit of arithmetic will demon- 
strate that the individual amounts 
bet on horses and dogs are much 
higher than those bet on football 
pools. On the other hand, a much 
higher percentage of the total bet 
comes back to the bettors. In the 
case of horse racing only about 
10 per cent is held back and the 
other 90 per cent is distributed 
to the bettors. In the case of dog 
racing between 10 and 15 per 
cent is held back and the rest 
goes to the bettors. - 

The difference arises from the 
fact that the Government has 


on dog racing for the past three 
years. Dog tracks are all privately 
owned by profit-making organiza- 
tions who pass the Government 
tax on to the public. 

Betting Control Board Set Up. 

There is no similar Government 
tax, on horse r because the 
totalizators are r by a non- 
profit organization called the 
Race Course Betting Control 
Board set up by an act of Parlia- 
ment in 1928. Profits are de- 
voted to improvement of the 
sport of horse racing. 

Since totalizators are not taxed 
bookies aren’t either on the 
ground that it would be unfair 
to tax bookies and not totaliza- 
tors. Experts say that even though 
the bookies’ operations are secret 
they can't get away with murder, 
for if they tried to keep back 
more than the totalizator organ- 


izations, they would not be able

one hand, and the Catholic

One of the questions the 
Commission will Wave to decide 
is whether there should be ‘a 
state lottery in England, as in 
France. 

Catholics say they don’t think 
there would be anything immoral 
about having one. On the other 
hand, the Church of England de- 
nounces state lotteries as “grave 
moral and social evils,” and the 
rabbis echo, “hear, hear.” 

Among the absurdities of the 
gambling situation under British 
law is that while off-track cash 
bookies are breaking the law, the 
Covernment, instead of cracking 
down,on them, contents itself 
with collecting income taxes from 
them as well as from “legal” 
credit bookies and pool operators. 
And, even though they break the 
.law, bookies like others are per- 
mitted to go to court -to collect 
unpaid debts. They rarely do so, 
however, because a delinquent 
bettor has only to “plead the act” 
and the court holds the debt il- 
legal. 

The bookies don’t want to 
change this. Apparently they ei- 
ther don’t lose much through un- 
paid debts, or perhaps they like 
the present setup because it lets 
them cut down their income tax 
payments by deducting bad debts. 

No One Taken for Ride. 

You don’t get taken for a ride 
if.you welch on a gambling debt 
here. The bookie values his.own 
skin too much to risk revenge. 
Nevertheless, he has several 
moral weapons Which usually 
bring the welcher around. He 
can, for instance, threaten to tell 
the welcher’s boss or he can 
threaten to get the welcher black- 
listed so that no bookie will ever 
take a bet from him again. 

Another absurdity is the prac- 
tical attitude the Government has 
taken toward the football pools 
which certainly violate the spirit, 
if not the letter, of the law. In

HE Saturday night “Show of 

Shows” featuring Sid Caesar, 

Imogene Coca, a variety of 
Broadway talent, and Metropoli- 
tan Opera stars, is considered one 
of television’s major attractions. 
Yet hardly a week goes by that 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch’s Tele- 
vision Letter Box isn’t liberally 
sprinkled with requests from fans 
to pare down or eliminate this 
show in favor of an added period 
of televised wrestling. 


There is already an hour and a 
half of wrestling from Marigold 
Gerdens here in Chicago, the first 
half of it televised to St. Louis 
alene because of the tremendous 
demand from this area, but appar- 
ently there can’t be too much of 
it fo its fans.

to a fashion show or matinee.

FORMER dance hall and 

beer garden on Chicago’s 

North Side, Marigold is now 
the scene of tense, gripping 
drama every Saturday night, with 
emphasis on the gripping. A cross 
section of its crowd is a fascinat- 
ing study of types.

appreciation of the skill—because 
there is a skill to it, especially on 
the part of the villain. 

“Undoubtedly, the hero-villain 
competition is appealing. Every- 
body loves the clean hero, the 
exponent of clean living. And 
they like to cheer for the under- 
dog.” 

Fred Kohler, promoter of the 
Marigold show and an ex-wrestler 
himself, has no objection (0 the 
“characters” in wrestling, but dis- 
likes the “clowns,” for the shrewd, 
commercial reason that they wear 
out too quickly in public popu- 
larity. As for wrestling’s future as 
a popular TV attraction, he isn’t 
making any predictions. 

“You know how it is,” he says. 
“You watch the same show for a 
long time. Maybe you stay home 
every Tuesday because you can’t 
miss Milton Berle or every 
Wednesday because you gotta see 
Arthur Godfrey. All of a sudden, 
you’re tired of them. The same 
will be true of wrestling. That’s 
why I try to plan our wrestling 
shows to include as many differ- 
ent ones and different types as 
possible.” 

Almost every type except 
women wrestlers, who are barred 
from appearing in Illinois, have 
been featured here. There have 
been midget wrestlers, team 
wrestlers, Australian tag matches, 
pretty boys such as - Gorgeous 
George and Buddy (Nature Boy) 
Rogers, the heroes like Vern 
Gagne, the big bruisers like six- 
foot seven-inch Wladek Kowalski 
and 375-pound Hombre Montana, 
the villains like the Great Moto, 
Hans and Fritz Schnabel, Benito 
Gardini, the Mighty Atlas, and 
tattooed Al Williams. St. Louis 
wrestlers such as Joe Millich, 
who wrestles in his bare feet, and 
Al Szasz, and Lou Thesz, appear 
regularly. Kohler especially ad- 
mires The Mighty Atlas, hated 
villain. 

“I marvel at the way he can 
irritate people,” says Kohler. “He 
can excite them, fluctuate their 
emotions, and he has a way of 


speaking to people that makes 
them resent him. From a psycho- 
logical angle, it’s terrific. I 
guess I just look at it with an 
artistic point of view.” 

The night I attended, the pro- 


gram began with some artistic . 


preliminaries in which the con- 
testants did a lot of huffing, puff- 
ing, and ughing. From first row 
ringside, the spectacle was pretty 
much the same as it is on tele- 
vision, except that there was more 
noise. Those body slams onto the’ 
canvas resound thunderously at 
close range. Also, there is consid- 
erably more apprehension that 
one of the brawny bodies is going 
to hurtle over into your lap.

ECOND only to the wrestlers 

as an attraction are the tele- 

vision interviews which take 
place at intermission time for 
which spectators line up in the 
aisles for the privilege of reach- 
ing the inner charmed circle. Many 
‘of the persons interviewed have 
named St. Louis as their home 
town. Can it be they make special 
trips to Chicago for the wrestling? 
Vince Lloyd is usually the inter- 
view announcer, and he is assisted 
in screening applicants by Tom- 
my “Red” Dunlevy, carrot-topped 
usher, who warns them not to 
say “Hell” or “damn,” not to plug 
commercial products, and not to 
send messages to the folks at 


home. 

“I’ve had experience with a 
little bit of everything,” Vince 
says of his interviewing. “There 
have been people who brought out 
samples of their product, even 
bottles of beer out of their pock- 
ets, people who try to make sales 
talks. But the biggest trouble is 
that most people want to give per- 
sonal messages and that’s against 
FCC regulations. The most 
troublesome people are those who 
have been drinking. We try to 
keep them off but every now and 
then one of them slips in. They 
think they’re the poor man’s Jim- 
my Durante and you never know 
what they’re going to say.” 


As interview time ended, the 


disappointed aspirants went back 


to their seats, and the main at- 
tractions of the evening began. 
First of them was Carl Engstrom, 
‘a curly haired youth in a blue 
chiffon velvet robe and purple 
trunks, who was matched against 
Billy Goelz, who was wearing a 
gold, leopard trimmed robe over 
what fashion writers would de- 
scribe as electric blue trunks.

These were, respectively, for Al 
Szasz, St. Louis wrestler who 
looks somewhat like a 1920 lounge 
lizard, with slick hair parted in 
the middle, and Gypsy Joe, long 
haired, swarthy, costumed “globe 
trotter.” | 

Gypsy Joe made quite a cere- 
mony of removing his sash, ear- 
rings, and robe, showing, under- 
neath it all, pale raspberry-pink 
trunks. Mrs. Gypsy Joe, also col- 
offully garbed, took her place 
alongside the ring. “She’s getting 
fatter,” one woman said cattily. 

“Hey, Gypsy, when Al gets 
through with you, you'll look like 
Frankenstein,” called a little boy 
with the cruel frankness of youth. 
The remark was such a success 
he yelled it again, not once but 
several times, with the monoto-

more simple-minded sports fans. 

Mrs. Gypsy, it developed, fights 
every step of the way, jaws firm, 
earrings bob- 
bing, fist beating against palm, 
her appearance and emoting often 
reminiscent of Theda Bara. As 
Gypsy took a slam, she began mut- 
tering incantations and when he 
was pinned on the first fall, she 
looked at her dishevelled mate in 
mute agony. 

“Break his arm off and hit him 
over the head with the bloody 


end of it, Al,” cried one fun- 
loving young woman. It’s a cliche, 
I am told, as’ time-worn as it is 
honored by wrestling fans. 

A curious phenomenon about 
wrestling crowds seems to be that 
while they loudly boo. the tactics 
used by the villain, they seem de- 
lighted when similar tactics are 
used against the villain. For ex- 
ample, Gypsy socked Al, beat his 
head against the ropes, and bent 
him backwards, all to catcalls 
once reserved for the mustached 
mortgagor. Then Al shook him- 
self loose and dragged Gypsy 
around by the hair—scarcely a 
humanitarian action — and the 
crowd loved it.

NOTHER curious phenome- 
A non is the seriousness with 
which wrestling fans seem to 
take every blow and bounce. Ap- 
parently blissfully unaware that 
the most mangled maulers man- 
age to walk briskly away from 
the scene of the mangling, the 
true black-and-blue wrestling fan 
reacts to each performance as 
though he were witnessing mur- 
der unlimited. 
This was especially true of the 
Gypsy Joe event, which ended 
when Gypsy Joe slammed Al to 
the floor and appeared to jump 
on him fiendishly. Bent over dou- 
ble, Al declared himself unable 
to continue, and a large contin- 
gent of the crowd declared them- 
selves in favor of lynching Gypsy 
Joe on the spot. As Al limped 
away, one woman stood under the 
balcony from which the television 
cameras operate and shook a fist 
belligerently at an innocent 
cameraman. 
“You better get that Gypsy Joe 
out of wrestling if you know 
pe good for you,” she threat- 
ened.

Although upholstering fabric is often 54 inches 
wide, you rarely will find any slip cover material in 
that width. If am therefore quoting you on the basis 
of 48- to 50-inch material.

Remember that two designs are fre- 
quently repeated in 48-inch material. Since the fab- 
ric cannot be split in half for the 25-inch cushions, you 
may have to waste a great deal of material to get your 
design on center.

@ A READER has a pair of nylon curtains with a red ruffle 
at the top.

The 1,700,000-acre forest, lo- 
cated entirely within West Vir- 
ginia’s boundaries, include 11 
state operated parks and forests. 
One of these is Watoga State 
Park, largest of the state system. 
Located in Pocahontas county 
near Marlinton, the park offers 
secluded vacation cabins, a moun- 
tain lake for fishing and boating, 
swimming pools and children’s 
play areas, horse trails and many 
other recreational facilities. 

An interesting feature of the 
Watoga park is its celebrated ar- 
borétum, where trees, shrubs, 
mosses, ferns and wild flowers, all 
marked for easy identification, 
can be studied in their native 
habitat. 

One of nature’s outstanding 
scenic contributions to the forest 
is Blackwater’ Falls. Situated in 
Blackwater Falls State Park, 35 
miles north of Monongahela Na- 
tional Forest’s central city, Elkins, 
the falls area spectacular attrac- 
tion for camera enthusiasts. Here, 
the amber-colored waters of a 
rushing mountain stream cascade 
over a high cliff at the head of 
1000-foot deep Blackwater Can- 
yon, sending up clouds of rain- 
bow colored spray and foam. 

Other interesting attractions in 
the forest are: Spruce Knob, in 
Pendleton county, the highest 
point in West Virginia with an 
elevation of 4860 feet; Cranberry 
Glades, near Mill Point, a strange 
swampy tract resembling Artic 
tundra which produces orchids 
and other rare plants; Seneca 
Rocks, on U. S. 33, a 1000-fdot 
tower of gleaming white quartzite, 
and Stuart Memorial Drive, one 
of the most extensive outdoor rec- 
reation areas in the East. The 
Drive, a scenic U. S. Forest Serv- 
ice road, begins on U. S. 33 east 
of Elkins and climbs to the sum- 
mit of Bickle Knob, an observa- 
tion point which affords breath- 
taking views above the clouds. 

Fishing Stream. 

The Potomac River’s South 
Branch is one of the best fishing 
streams in the United States. 
Forming high in the mountains, 
the South Branch flows through a 
series of deep gorges before en- 
tering the rugged Smoke Hole 
section, where deer, bear and 
smaller wild game abound.

Whatever 
it was, business got good fast. 

Within 10 years production 
zoomed 500 per cent. 

Last year Los Angeles sold 
$20,000,000 worth of brassieres 
and foundation garments alone— 
equal to 1933’s total for all items. 

Eastern buyers’ eyes have 
turned westward. In January a 
record 4269 flocked here for the 
California Apparel Creators’ 
spring fashion week. They placed 
$25,000,000 in spot orders. 

53,000 Employed By Industry 

These and other orders will 
keep 53,000 workers going full 
blast this spring: 43,000 in Los 
Angeles and 10,000 in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Twenty West Coast firms have 
backlogs running into millions. 

Catalina, Cole, Mabs, Gantner 
and Oregon’s Jantzen Mills pro- 
duce 80 per cent of America’s 
bathing suits. Normandin leads 
the nation in denim garments; 
Jean Durain makes $1,000,000 
worth of kiddies’ luxury duds. 
Scully Bros. recognizes no equal 
when it comes to making feather- 
weight suede raiment. 

There is DeDe Johnson, who 
parlayed “pedal-pushers” into a 
$1,000,000 gross business, and 
Louis Tabak, who says: “When 
Marlene went into pants, so did 
I.” He's a sportswear leader. 

All this may sound easy, but it 
wasn't. Manufacturers say it was 
an uphill fight. An uphill fight 
against “unfair” freight rates, 
distance from textile mills, Man- 
hattan competition. A_ fight 
against what Californias call a 
“conspiracy of silence oy east- 
ern fashion magazines, and re- 
luctance of big eastern stores to 
push California labels. As Bill 
Kent, executive director of the 
Apparel Creators, puts it: “We had 
to make a better garment, and 
we did.” 

California Label Catching On. 

Now the “Made in California” 
label is catching on. But—some 
New York firms use such labels 
as “Styled in California” or ‘“‘Con- 
ceived in California’’—a practice 
which makes Californians boil. 

Laborwise, conditions appear 
serene today. Wages compare fa- 
vorably with those in New York. 
Top grade cutters earn $200 a 
week during peak seasons, and 
average $100 weekly the year 
around. Unskilled workers make 
$2500 a year. The _ industry 
strives to make working condi- 
tions attractive, for it must double 
its working force to reach _its 
goal of a billion dollars wort@of 
goods a year. 

The California industry takes 
just pride in its many innova- 
tions: “uplift” brassieres, “cold 
fire” (fluorescent) yarn, Fred 
Cole's shirred bathing suit fab- 
rics that fit skin-tight, Jackman’s 
cashmere clothes for well-heeled

struction of the world’s longest 
belt conveyor, snaking 130 miles 
across eastern Ohio to connect ' ; 
Lake Erie and the Ohio river, has 
been stalled by stern opposition | 
from 12 of the 13 railroads operat- 
ing in or through the area. A bill 
giving the “rubber railroad” the 
status .of a public utility and 
granting its operators the right 
of eminent domain, is being held | 
up by the rules committee of the 
State Senate, and is unlikely to be 
reported out. i 


program. Its proponents say it 
will be able to transport 32.000, 
000 tons of iron ore annually from 
Cleveland and nearby Lorain to 
Youngstown and other steel-pro- | 
ducing cities. Return trips will | 
bring 26,000,000 tons of coal to 
the important industrial area of 
which Cleyeland is the center. 
Route Not Determined. 

The exact route to be followed 
has not been determined because 
the operators, Riverlake Belt Con- 
veyor Lines, Inc., do not want to 
spend any more on. engineering | 
costs until the project is assured 
of legislative approval. In general, , 
however, it is planned to run the | 
conveyor from East Liverpool on | 
the Ohio river to Cleveland and 
Lorain, with spurs into the Cuya- | 
hoga and Mahoning valleys. | 

Probable cost, according to a 
Riverlake spokesman, will be 
$210,000,000. Railroad lobbyists in | 
Columbus, the state capital, in- | 
sist that it cannot be constructed 
for less than $350,000,000. In any | 
event, its backers say that financ- | 
ing is assured and that the total | 
initial cost can be amortized in 
20 years. 

The measure, killed in com- 
mittee two years ago, has almost 
the unanimous support of organ- 
ized labor. Both the CIO and AFL 
have come out flatly in favor of 
it. Largely as the result of an in- 
ternal dispute, the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Steamship Clerks | 
is also behind it, in opposition to | 
the other railroad —s | 

Rail Man’s Idea. 

The long-distance conveyor is 
the brain child of H. Bartlett 
Stewart Jr. president of the 
Akron, Canton & Youngstown 
Railroad (which does not operate 
between any of those cities). The 
46-year-old Yale graduate, who 
inherited the railroad from his 
father, says he got the original 
idea from his wife. His road, 
mainly a switching operation, is, 
quite naturally, the only one fa- 
voring the belt. Approval by the 
Legislature would be a_ real 
triumph for Stewart since the 
railroad lobby contends it never 
has been defeated in Ohio on any 
important issue. 

As envisaged, the conveyor, 
which has been declared “tech- 
nically sound” by the Stone & 
Webster Engineering Corp. of 
Boston, will be an elongated ir- 
regular ellipse running flush with 
or close to the surface. Original 
plans called for housing the sys- 
tem in a stainless steel tube but 
material requirements of the na- 
tional emergency have made cer- 
tain modifications necessary. It is 
now expected that the housing 
will look like a series of con- 
nected quonset huts. Its outside 
diameter, according to a spokes- 
man for Riverlake, will be about 
20 feet. 

Saving in Costs. 

Financially, the advantages to 
industry in the area would 
great. Transportation costs of coal 
would be cut 50 to 75 cents a ton 
and there would be a proportion- 
ate savings in the shipping of ore. 
Furthermore, the conveyor could 
operate 24 hours a day and its 
supporters say they have plans to 
speed up loading and unloading 
far beyond the wildest imagina- 
tion of railroad men, They say 
also that, in the event of a bomb- 
ing attack, the belt could be put 
back into operation much more 
quickly than any rail line. 

Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., 
of Akron, whose engineers have 
proposed a passenger conveyor to 
replace existing facilities of the 
Grand Central-Times Square shut- 
tle in New York, has been in open 
support of the project. Steel com- 
panies are backing it also, but 
less openly because they are still 
dependent on the railroads. 

The latter have advanced vari- 
ous objections. They insist that 
there will be no real saving to 
users of iron ore or coal; that the 
conveyor will throw thousands of 
railroad men out of work, and 
that loss of this business will 
make it necessary to charge high- 
er rates for other classes of 
freight. 

On the other hand, one of 
Cleveland's top newspaper men 
quotes an executive of one of 
the country’s largest rail systems 
as saying recently—and somewhat 
wistfully: “We'd have done it 
(proposed a belt conveyor) if we'd 
thought of it first.”

St. Louis county voters will 
élect 518 officials Tuesday in 83 
of 91 cities, towns ‘and villages 


In the cities, sewer and fire 
districts polls will open at 6 a.m. 
and close at 7 p.m. Voting in the 
six-director school districts and 
the majority of the towns and 
villages will be from 7 a.m. to 
6 p.m. In the three-director school 
districts elections will be at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


Municipal elections will not be | 


held this year in. Kirkwood, 
Maplewood, Richmond Heights, 
University City, Webster Groves, 
Bridgeton and Dellwood. Holding 
elections for the first time as 
cities are Bellefontaine Neighbors, 
Frontenac and Greendale. 


City Official Elections. 


Mayors and other city officials 
will be elected in Arbor Terrace, 
Bellefontaine Neighbors, Brent- 
wood, Bridgeton Terrace, Fergu- 
son, Florissant, Frontenac, Glen- 
dale, Greendale, Jennings, Kin- 
loch, Ladue, Northwoods, Oak- 
land, Pine Lawn and St. Ann. - 

Aldermen or councilmen only 
will be chosen in Creve Coeur, 
Pagedale, Shrewsbury, Valley 
Park, Vinita Park and Wellston. 
A police judge and aldermen will 
be elected in Clayton, Overland 
and Rock Hill. Berkeley City, 
Beverly Hills and Crestwood se- 
lect a marshal and aldermen and 
Bella Villa elects a marshal, col- 
lector and aldermen.

The new Milton red raspber- 
ry, which is another of Professor 
Slate’s originations, ripens a few 
days later, and the fruits are said 
to be even finer. 

Black raspberries are more dif- 
ficult, for they are susceptible to 
mosaic, verticilliuim wilt, and 
other serious diseases. Worth try- 
ing, however, is a promising new- 
comer—Black Beauty, the first 
ever-bearing black raspberry. This 
variety is said to produce fairly 
continuously from late June until 


autumn fruits are of exceptional 
size and flavor. 

Raspberries dislike hot, dry 
weather, but they can be grown 
here successfully if we modify the 


heavy layer of mulch, which keeps 
the ground cool and moist. Leaves, 
grass clippings, cobdust or saw- 


Pick First Blossoms. 

To promote vigorous growth, 
raspberries should be given a 
sunny, airy spot. Either fall or 
very early spring planting is rec- 
ommended by Professor Slate. 
Bushes should be spaced about 
two feet apart, with seven to nine 
feet between rows. At planting 
time the canes should be cut back 
to a height of 8 inches. Blossoms 
should ‘be picked off the first 
year, he says, for the plants will 
be stronger if they are not allow- 
ed to fruit during their first sea- 
son. 

If properly trained, raspberries 
make fine hedges for the vegeta- 
ble garden. One home owner in- 
creased his production substan- 
tially by tieing the canes to a 


simple wire trellis. Two wires, 
one about thirty and the other 
fifty inches from the ground, were 
stretched. between stout end posts. 
Groups of canes were tied loosely 
to the wires, and were allowed to 
grow five feet tall, instead of 
being cut back to the usual forty 
inches. As a result, the plants in- 
creased bud and fruit production. 
Since less stooping was required, 
picking the berries was also less 
of a chore. 
*Plants Heavily Mulched. 


Mr. and Mrs. William M. Wil- 
liams have handsome hedgerows 
of raspberries in their garden just 
off Barrett’s Station road, St. 
Louis County. Canes are trained 
to parallel wires fastened to 
heavy posts.

No commercial fertilizer has 
been used on their raspberries.

‘BLUE GIRL’ VOTED 
MOST SATISFACTORY 
OF AFRICAN VIOLETS 


African violet “Blue Girl” was 
voted one of the most satisfactory 
of the saintpaulias in a recent 
poll of the Viking and Webster 
Groves African Violet clubs. When 
members were asked to name six 
special favorites and six varieties 
that bloomed best, Blue Girl was 
a leader in both lists. 

Gorgeous, which ranked almost 
as high as Blue Girl as a favor- 
ite, received fewer votes for re- 
liable bloom. The old variety, 
Blue Boy, rated second for per- 
formance but was seldom named 
as a favorite. Another old timer, 
Pink Beauty, scored well on both 
lists, as did Mentor Boy, Neptune 
and Bicolor. 

As a matter of fact, Mentor 
Boy appeared almost as fre- 
quently in the lists as Blue Girl. 
In scoring the poll, however, 
points were based on the order 
in .which . varieties were men- 
tioned. The first violet listed 
rated six points, the second five, 
and so on, with the sixth name 
receiving a single point. 

Leaders on the list of “Favorite 
Varieties,” with points scored, are 
as follows: Blue Girl, 39; Gor- 
geous, 38; Neptune, 32; Mentor 
Boy, 30; Pink Beauty, 28; Bicolor, 
22; Purple Prince, 22; Dupont’s 
Lavender Pink, 21; Sailor Girl, 
19; Bronze Girl, 18; Lavender 
Girl, 16: Orchid Beauty, 13; Red 
King, 13; Viking, 11; Blue Bird,

race to catch an American ship in a 

Finnish harbor was the most cru- 

cial moment in the life of Danish-born 
radio and TV star Victor Borge. 


Turn back the clock to April, 1940, 


when the Nazis marched into Denmark. 
Borge, whose anti-Nazi jokés had put 
him high on-Hitler’s blacklist, was in 
neutral Sweden, starring in a Stock- 


. holm revue with bis American-born 


wife, Elsie Chilton. 

Since nobody knew for certain that 
the Nazis would not invade Sweden as 
well, Borge booked passage to New York 
for his wife aboard the last American 
liner still in the Baltic. It was the 
“American Legion,” due to sail from 
Petsamo, Finland. 


He Risked a Concentration Camp 


Borge refused to leave Europe without 
his mother, reported ill in Denmark. 

Three days before the “American 
Legion” was due to sail, Elsie flew north 
to Finland and freedom. Borge went 
south to Denmark to see his mother. If 
caught, he would be imprisoned, per- 
haps killed. He took the risk. 

He found his mother dying, but was 
warned to leave Denmark immediately. 
Back in Sweden, he was going onstage 
when he heard his mother was dead. 

- There was no further reason for him 
to stay behind. With hours to spare be- 
fore the “American Legion” sailed, he 
rushed to the American Consulate for 
papers, raced out to the airport, and 
tumbled into a plane bound for Hel- 
sinki. At Helsinki, he hired a fast car 
and raced to Petsamo. 

As he skidded up to the pier, the 
“American Legion,” built to carry 350 
passengers and already crammed with 
1,100; was just raising its gangplank. 
Borge jumped and made it—to freedom.

If you’re one of the 9,500,000 Amer- 
icans—young and old alike—who have 
heart disease, there’s good news for you! 
It’s good news, too, for other millions who 
know that as they grow older, their hearts 
will need more care. 

For science is proving that many forms of 
heart disease (which sooner or later hits some- 
one in just about every U.S. family) can be 
licked—and badly licked. Of course, if you have 
a poor heart you and your doctor must con- 
tinue to take good care of it. But... . 

For years doctors have known that you can 
at least continue to live with a bad heart. But 
today they are beginning to learn that large 
numbers of “heart cases” can also work regu- 
larly, have lots of fun and lead a‘normal life! 

Exciting new tests are showing that your 
-heart can do far more work—even if damaged 
—than ever before thought possible. 


Mere’s the Basic Rule 
True, a damaged heart needs frequent rest to 
keep going. But no longer do most people with 


bad hearts have to stay in bed most of the 
time. 


Whether you're a salesman, bookkeeper, 


mechanic or housewife (her chores are often 


very hard physical work), there’s new hope. 

Dr. Joseph G. Benton, of the New York Uni- 
versity-Bellevue Hospital Medical Center, 
States the basic rule: 

“Our studies show that when their physical 
ability matches the physical demands of a job, 
most heart sufferers need not be condemned to 
a life of fear and inactivity.” 

And many heart patients who have been 
certified as able to work by the NYU-Bellevue 
Dept. of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation 
tell encouraging stories. 


These Are a Few Examples 
Take the case of a middle-aged man — call 


him Mr. W. After one heart attack, Mr. Ww. 


was on home relief, unhappy and causing his 
family a thousand and one problems. 

After tests, he was told he could take a job 
again—but a job in keeping with his physical 
powers. He became a watchman in a factory 
near his home. 


Today, he is a happy breadwinner. Exami- 


nations of his heart show it is holding its own. 
Says Mr. W: “I'll be working until I'm 90!” 
That story is typical. 


@ There’s the 25-year-old house-painter who ; 


hasn’t missed a day’s work in three years. 

@ There’s the Brooklyn Navy Yard shiprigger, 
a rheumatic fever victim, who wouldn't trade 
his job—hard labor—for a soft one. His dam- 


aged heart, checked every few months by his 


doctor, is doing fine. He is a man of great nor- 
mal physical strength. 

@ There’s the 39-year-old salesman, who de- 
veloped his heart disease as a baby. He lugs 
sample cases around eyery day. So long as he 
does not go beyond his normal physical limits 
he, too, should continue to be able to work 
hard and do well. 

@ There’s the 51-year-old clothing cutter who 
continues to, work fast. 

@ And there’s the bookkeeper who must work 
sitting down because of his heart — but he 
works Steadily and is careful not to exert him- 
self beyond his normal physical ability. 

The NYU - Bellevue Center has built an 
amazing “cardiac kitchen.” Its purpose: to 
Show housewives how they can save their 
hearts unnecessary strain. 

All this is part of a rehabilitation program 
partly financed by a U.S. Public Health Service 
heart research grant. How does the staff decide 
which cases can work and what kind of work 
they can do? 

A series of unique tests provides the key. 

For instance, the amount of energy you 
burn walking upstairs, lifting objects, and 
bending can actually be measured by the doc- 
tors. They use a device called the “respirom- 
eter” (see left). 

With it, doctors are able to find out (1) how 
much energy you can safely use, and (2) how 
this compares with the amount you need to

use in each daily activity, “For example,” says . 
Dr. Benton, “we can even determine how much 


energy it takes a heart patient to get out of 
bed and walk to the lavatory and back.” 
The respirometer tests show whether you 
can do the equivalent of moderate, medium or 
heavy work without hurting your heart. 
Further, the amount of energy you burn can 
be compared with the amount of energy a 


. person with a normal heart burns. This helps 


determine what kind of work you can do. 


They'll Even Chart Shaving! — 

In the future, the doctors hope to work out 
“energy cost” charts even for shaving, brush- 
ing your teeth, combing your hair and work- 
ing at specialized jobs like watchmaking! 


At the cardiac kitchen, set up with the coop- . 


eration of the New York Heart Association, 
experts show housewives with weak hearts how 
to cut out as much walking, climbing, bending 
and stooping as possible. 

Here are a few heart-saving tips for house- 
wives, whether their hearts are good or bad: 
@ Let wheels do the heavy jobs! Have a little 
table on wheels near the stove so you can 
stack and move things easily. 

@ Use your shopping cart as a laundry cart. 
@ Cleaning is easier when you have the clean- 


_ ing supplies all in one basket. 


@ Narrow shelves (not over 6 inches wide) 
for groceries help avoid reaching and bending. 
@ Pans arranged in bookcase fashion save 
you vast amounts of energy. 

@ Store the tools you use in preparing food 


near the sink. A cabinet under the sink can. 


hold your dish towels. 

Already, the NYU program has helped hun- 
dreds. Several cities in the U. 8.—Detroit, Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and San Francisco—are fol- 
lowing in NYU’s pioneering steps. Slowly but 
surely, real progress is being made against the 
disease.

Korean aggression last July, he won a 
victory as big as MacArthur’s at Inchon. 


his feat was just as notable as Lt. Gen. 
Ridgway’s “Operation Killer.” 


© How Has He Dene fh? 


To begin with, 73-year-old Warren R. 
Austin, the ex-senator from Vermont and 
the country lawyer who became a world 
statesman, has learned how to fight fire 
with fire. 

Austin’s parliamentary duel with 
Soviet Delegate Jacob Malik during the 
August sessions of the Security Council 
turned the public eye on him—and he has 
succeeded in holding his share of the 
spotlight ever since. 

The debate began with Malik’s charge 
that the U.S. had been using the U.N. to 
cover its “aggression” in Korea. 


@ For Days Austin Held His Fire 


Austin was slow to adopt Malik’s fiery 
methods. But suddenly he launched a 
counter attack that shook the Russian. 


In a voice that had the rage and right- 
eousness of an Old Testament prophet, 
he flailed away at Communism’s “shame- 
less travesties of the realities.” Malik’s 


arguments, he boomed, were “falsehoods | 


presented as fact.” They were like a jar 
of canned goods falsely labeled “peaches.” 

“I am in a position to open that jar,” 
shouted Austin, “and let the world see 
what's inside. It’s applesauce!” 

Then, when Red China sent General 
Wu Hsiu-Chuan to the U.N. to toss propa— 
ganda grenades at the U.S., Austin fired 
back: 

“Again,” said Austin, “it’s applesauce!” 
@ The Lord ts Mis Ally 


Firmly and frankly, he has enlisted God 
as his most powerful ally. For that rea- 
son, he never forgets to turn to the 
Almighty when the storms blow hard or 
to thank the Lord with a silent prayer 
after the black clouds have passed. 

Last December, when hordes of Chinese 
Red troops were threatening U.N. forces 
with the most appalling disaster yet suf- 
fered at the hands of Communism, Austin 
stood solid as.a rock, the Yankee fire 
brightening his eye in baleful defiance as 
he watched the Russians slapping each 
other on the back. A group of correspond- 
ents stepped up and asked him, “Where 
do we go from here?” 

The Vermont Senator braced himself 
and said with emphasis on every word: 

“Boys, let us pray.” 

Then, the tide in Korea turned. The 
Chinese Communist forces were battered 
and on the retreat; the United Nations 
Assembly had pushed aside appease- 
ment thoughts and—primarily because of 
Austin’s tireless efforts — had voted by a 
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' AT HIS battle station, Austin is a formidable figure. An orator 
of the old school, his blests shake the Security Council roof. 


resounding 44 to 7 to indict Red China as an 
aggressor. It was the first time in history that a 
determined group of nations acting together had 
refused to be bullied and openly condemned a major 
power. 

It was not Austin’s turn to slap the backs of his 
colleagues. Instead, Austin came out of the Assem- 
bly and shook his head at the squads of correspond- 
ents rushing him for comment. 

“I am thankful to God,” he told them, and went 
off to say his prayers. 


@ He Once Ran a Laundry Agency 


A year ago, Austin was just another U.S. diplomat 
as head of the American team at the U.N. Since 
the Korean invasion last June 25, he has become 
“THE” United capes to a U.N.-conscious television 
public. 

The fierce lent of fame and power would wilt 
many a younger man, but to the surprise of his close 
friends, Austin seems to thrive like a freshly 
watered vine on the hard task he faces almost daily. 
His step is perhaps springier than it was a year ago; 
his shoulders are squared as he walks into the U.N. 
chamber and the windiness of Senate debate has 
given way to the concise and cutting speeches 
which frequently cut the ground from under Soviet 
feet. 

Austin, who worked his way through college by 
running a laundry agency, still is as sturdy as an 
oak slab. He carries his 200 pounds with dignity. 
His pink face is quick to flush into red when Malik 
prods him into anger. He has a solid neck and mas- 
sive head, with a jaw always ready to clamp down 
upon a weighty policy pronouncement with the 
Snap of a military decision. 

It comes to this: Austin is an old-fashioned Amer- 
ican, steeped in the Bible, history, the Constitution 
and Senate traditions. The American flag waves in 
his eyes, and he has to go back only four genera- 
tions to find ancestors among Ethan Allen’s Green 
Mountain boys!
